THE OPIUM COMMISSION. | 
. ° London; June 2. - 
Spaaking at the Opium Committea of tne League of Nations at 
Geneva on May 25, Mr. Chao Hsin-chu sald there was no reason 
why the Governments of Far Eastern colonies should not effectively 
and sradually suppress the, consumption of cpium which had in- 
creased during the last decade and since the signing of the Conven- 
tion in Far Eastern possessions of the European Powers, Apparently 
43 per cent. of the total revenue of Singapore was @erived from the 
monopoly cn opium consumed by the Chinese settlers. The Chinese 
Government would never protest against any action by the Govern- 
meot of a Far-Eastern Colony with a view to the suppression of the 
consumption of opiom. If the Singapcre Government suppressed 
the consumption of ‘opium thousands of coolies would be saved, 
and there would be no loss of revenue because the money at present 
spent on opium would be used to purchase food, clothing and other 
pecessaries. Therefore, he hoped the Committee would urge the 
European Powers with. possessions in the Far Eust to-tnke a-far- 
secicg view in regard to the situaticn in the ‘Bovernment of their, 
-cofonies, ” . oo rs 
. " Geneva, June 2. 
> League of Nations Opiem Commission adopted a resolution 
by seven to one votes—Holland being a dissentient, while India ab- 
stained—by which they accepted the United States proposals in the 
belief. that they embody general principles which the Governments 
should fellow, and in view of the fact that they form the basis of 
the International Convention on Opium signed in 1912 they further 
ananimously welcome United States collaboration. The proposal 
that Governments should decide what can be regarded as medical and 
other employment of drags within their borders was rejected by 
four to three. In the majority were Germany, China, France and 
Hollard, in the minority Britain, India and Japan. Sir Malcolm 
Delevingna, representing Britain. thereupon sought adjournment to 
reconsider the posit: on created.

ac the sitting of the League of Nations Opium Commission, Sic 
Malcolm Delevingne submitted the following new text to replace 
the rejected Article 8: “The Commission understands that the 
‘United States’ proposals are not destined: to suppress the medical 
use of. opium in small quantities acccrding to local custom in. 
certain countries in the East where the medical ‘services are not at’ 
the disposal of the mass of the population.” This was rejected by four 
yotes to three, and there were two abstentions. In the majority were 
China, France, Holland and Portugal; in the minority Britain, India 
_and Germany. . The representatives of India and Germany accepted 
‘Sir Maleclm Delevingne’s proposal with certain reservations. 

The League of Nations Opium Commission -ynanimously 

adopted ax amended metion by Mr. Delevingne on the subject of

globe, In many Cases, with the 
great advance of sanitary know- 
ledge, it has been found possible 


(0 Open up areas in sub-tropical 


regions for white settlers—for ex- 
smple in Last Africa and parts ot 
Oceania, Nowadays, again, with 
the General increase in the cost 
of living, and the more economic- 
al mode of life that prudence or 
necessity has introduced, the 
yuestions of settlemeut. in areas 
uitherto counted as not white 
man's land, and the practicability 
of a Prolonged sojourn in the 
tropics without injufy to one's 
health, come before the public as 
important matters that merit 
early investigation. In most of 
the European tropical posses. 
sions—aa, to some extent, in 
Hongkong—are white families 
that can show almost contiguous 
residence for two or more genera 
tions without &®pparent deteriora- 
tion in mental or bodily vigour. 
The subject becomes of special 
importense to thosa who are con- 
cerned with the ‘education of 
growing-up children. Ip any 
of our Crown Colonies to-day the 
schooling provided is as good ag 
anything that the average Euro- 
Pean child-would obtain in the 
Homeland, and when considera. 
tions of expense, and long separa- 
tion from the Parents, are taken 
into account; there ig a good case 
for taking advantage of “what- 
ever chauces tropical domicile 
can offer. In places of low eleva- 


tion near the Equator, it will’ 


probably never be Possible to rear 
very healthy children in con. 
tinuous residence, The necessity 
for hill-stations is then paramount. 
But in more or lesa high-lying

Country. Few conld be mere 
competent to write of this matter 
than Professor Skerctchly, whose 
eanclusions apply evaally to other 
torrid lands. He fads that only 
about seventeen per cent. of the 
tropic region of Australia is not 
capable of white settlement. The 
whole remaining area js. one 
whate.“the white race might 
live in’ perpetuity even as it now 
Can live in comfort.” This'is dua 
to two extremely impadrtant 
Soverning conditions—elevation 
and himidity, The Sreater part 
of tropic Australia is, he points 
out, in enjayment of 4 dry atmos- 
phere, and averages over LU0g 
feet above mean sea level. The 
dryness of the air makes the very 
high Sutumer. temperatures quite 
bearable. Ia this connection he 
cites an intererting Personal ex. 
perience: “E had spent soveral 
summer months in the interior of 
China, constantly in the open 
air, with the ‘temperature well 


above 10) degreeg Fabrenhoit. f 


for most of the long northern day. 
It .was hot, burning hot, bur not 
unpleasant, eave that one’s skin 
had a tendency to crack in the 
dry air. I returned direct to 


‘Shanghai, to find many of the 
business houses closed, horses,| 5 


and men dropping in the street, 
and a general upset, all owing to 
the distressing heat, Yet the 
thermometer never avertapped 90 
deg. F." It was all a question of 
humidity. Before leaving the 
subject, however, we Cannot omit 
reference to an extraordinary 
statement by Professor Skertchly, 
with which’ we think many obser- 
vers will disagree. He is of posi- 
tive opinion that. if engaged in 
outdoor manual labour, neither 
the white man nur fhe yellow man 
can live continuously in. the 
tropics of Asia. The italics are 
ours, And he comes to this con- 
clusion after what he states has 
been a close study of she Chinese 
as well ag of white men.
